1* Reference is made to the allegation made to Arsy Attache 
by German advisers Co* Kurt FERCHL and Major Gedrg MERTIBS, 
that they had been* asked to collaborate with American Intelligence, 
described as R S»2 n , on a miaeiOn to obtain Information on the 
ea^Orend Mufti and .to collect intelligence from the Egyptian 
Airforce* Their claim. of firet h&vlntj ,beon approached on this 
natter by Thornae G. MAPPLEBFCK and later changing their story 
to having boon contacted by Erick 0L3RUECK, casts considerable 
dQubt-.es to the accuracy of their statements. 

2. Our files show the following in form ti on: 

a. Thomas 0. MAPP1SBSCX in 194-5 was suspected of being a 
member of British Intelligence. He lived in Yugoslavia 
from 1922 to 1932. His wife, Ivanlca, frojfr whom he may 
be separated, allegedly was in close contact with the 
pro-Axis elements in Yugoslavia during World War II. 
Another source reported in 1945 that she had been lcyal 
to the Allies. 

b. Erick QL3SUECK, according to a report dated 9 March 1953, 
was a German Reserve Officer who later became an S3 
Sturmbahnfuehrer in the Reich Sicherhelts Hauptampt 
(WWH German Intelligence organization.) He is presently 
suspected of »»rking as an agent for Gemaan Intelligence. 
In early 1952 he came to Egypt as the representative for a 
Swiss export firm.
